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IMPORTANT 


All taxpayers should read the following requirement and 
comply with it. 


Section 74, Chapter 10, Revised Statutes of Maine. 


“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting 
notifications in some public place in the Town, or shall notify 
them, in such other ways as the Town at its Annual Meeting 
directs, to make and bring into them true and perfect lists, of 
their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first 
day of April of the same year. If any resident owner, after 
such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is hereby barred of 
his right to make application to the Assessors or the County 
Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers 
such lists with his application and satisfies them that he was 
unable to offer it at the time appointed.”

“REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 
To the Selectmen, Town of Rumford, Maine: 
GENTLEMEN : 


Herewith submitted is a report of the activities engaged 
in during the year 1936. 


At the Annual Meeting an effort was made to anticipate 
the relief load and adjust other departmental appropriations 
$0 that the total tax commitment would not increase over that 
of previous years. With tthe idea in mind it was necessary to 
curtail some of the services rendered to a degree that was below 
the minimum requirements. 


Arrangements were made at the beginning of the year to 
extend the much needed storm water sewer system and this 
work was carried on until the flood of March 19th. On that 
date all construction work ceased except that necessary to 
rehabilitate the flood damage at the Morse Bridge. Ridlonville 
Bridge, Railroad Bridge and several road washouts. The town 
by availing itself of all State and Federal Funds possible will 
be able to take care of the loss at a cost to the Town of about 
$50.000.00 and incidentally these replacements are being made 
along lines to not only stop a repetition but to take care of a 
substantial increase in water should it become necessary. The 
total cost of the replacements and safeguard improvements will 
approximate $300,000.00. 


As was anticipated a year ago the work relief program 
carried on by the Federal Government did not have the bene- 
ficial effect on the welfare department that the previous Federal 
programs had. The unemployment situation showed an im- 
provement the first part of the summer, but in July the action 
taken by the Continental Paper and Bag Corporation place an 
additional load on the Welfare Department. 


It is possible at this time to negotiate municipal obliga- 
tions at a low rate of interest and it seems feasible to liquidate 
such serial notes and bonds as become due and payable in 
1937 with an issue of an equivalent amount at a lower rate of 
interest. 
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It seems reasonable to expect that the Federal Relief Agency 
will carry to completion the flood relief work at and near the 
Morse Bridge, but it seems especially desirous at this time to 
keep in mind the Public Works Projects that were started and 
not finished, namely: a cattle pass at Hall Hill, the much need- 
ed improvement of the Isthmus Road and the making and 
placing of concrete pipe for a storm water sewer system and 
also the foot bridge that the voters of the Town favorably 
considered at the Special Meeting held on December 11th, 1936.

ASSESSORS’ REPORT 


TAXATION, a compulsory contribution to the public funds 
for the support of government. 


The burden of taxation, by the constitution of the State of 
Maine, is placed upon property, real and personal, tangible and 
intangible. Your assessors must attempt to tax all property 
“according to the just value thereof” and at the same rate or 
taxation. This is an impossible task under and conceivable cir- 
cumstances. It can be poorly accomplished only when the 
eflorts of your assessors meet with cooperation from property 
holders and their representatives. With but few exceptions 
such cooperation prevails and your board wishes to express its 
gratitude. 


The condition of the present records is not such as is de- 
sirable. To bring them up to a proper standard would require 
considerable time, effort and expense, but once done it would 
insure against loss through worthless tax deeds, of which there 
are already too many with the town treasurer. 


All real property should be more adequately described, 
either by correct boundaries or by reference to the county reg- 
istrar‘s record of transfer by book and page number. A tax 
map should be prepared showing the location of each parcel of 
land, their dimensions, if lots, and their acreage, if unplotted. 


Land should be classified as residential, mercantile, agri- 
cultural, timberland, marshland, cutover and wasteland. 


Buildings should be classified according to their use and 
cubic foot content. 


Personal property is most difficult of equitable assessment. 
It would obviously be unjust to assess an annual tax at the rate 
of .0515 on industrial shares that paid five percent dividend. 


Intangible property almost universally escapes local taxa- 
tion. To remedy this might give some relief to real property. 


Recogniznig the imperfections in the results of their en- 
deavors the board of assessors respectfully submit these re- 
marks and the following report:

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


The work of the Health Department has been Seog on 
along the same lines as in former years. 

After the spring flood it was deemed advisable to offer 
general protection against Typhoid. Treatments were given- 
at the Health Office, the Oxford Mill, and at several stations in 
different parts of the town. The medical profession colabor- 
ated in the fullest degree. About 6,000 persons were treated. 
Not a single case of Typhoid was reported. 

Although the spring flood and the summer drought Bach 
afforded suitable conditions for an infected water supply, no 
water borne disease has resulted. For this the chlorinator is 
largely responsible. ' 

The milk supply has been well supervised, and no milk 
borne disease has been reported. | 

Medical service 'to town dependants has ‘been given during 
the year, to about the same extent as in former years, about 
2800 patients receiving attention. 

The hospital appropriation this year has been overdrawn, 
partly because of the large number of patients needing hospi- 
talization, and partly because in several instances patients re- 
quired hospital care over an unusual period of time. 

It should be remembered that the original hospital appro- 
priation of $2500 was made at a time when there was much 
less call upon the town for medical care than at present, and 
that the original amount ‘has never been increased to meet 
present needs. 

School examinations have been conducted this year under 
a new plan by which the physician sees only those cases 
requiring special observation, with more time, as a result, to 
give special cases. 

Diphtheria prevention by the use of Toxoid has been 
practiced, as for several years past, but there is still failure of 
many parents to take advantage of the treatment. Far greater 
cooperation is most ‘to be desired. However, no Diphtheria 
appeared in Rumford during 1936.

There were epidemics of Scarlet Fever and German 
Measles during the winter months; and an epidemic of Scarlet 
Fever during the fall months, with one case left to be released. 
These cases were mild, and caused no alarm. 

It is evident that the doctors are reluctant to report other 
than quarantinable diseases, a reluctance which seems to exist 
throughout the State. 

In looking over the Vital Statistics which follow, note the 
predominence of female births and deaths over the male. Is 
this compensatory? Also note the number of accidental deaths 
which comprise more than 10 per cent of the total number.

RUMFORD (PUBLIC LIBRARY 
REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Rumford Public Library: 

I have the honor to present tthe 32nd annual report of the 
Rumford Public Library. 

Circulation, which means the number of books, maga- 
zines and pamphlets loaned for home reading is generally 
regarded as the thermometer which registers a year’s work in 
a library. It registers imperfectly, however, in that when a 
book is loaned and counted there is no record of how many 
persons have the use of the volume before it is returned on the 
original count.. This is true particularly in the loan of collec- 
tions to the schools. 

Our year’s records show a drop of 389 below the circula- 
tion of 1935, but a gain of 600 over that of 1934. That the 
library is increasing in service, however, is shown from the 
fact that the average yearly circulation for the past five years 
was 55,681, For the preceding five years it was 39,023.

A drop in the circulation of periodicals is noted, doubt- 
less due to the necessity of keeping certain magazines out of 
reach of persistent vandalism, Although the issues are avail- 


Se 
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able on call, yet it is a regrettable situation and one which 
takes away in a great measure the usefulness of some of the 
most popular magazines. 

Using the 1930 census as a basis, 40% of the town’s 
population are registered borrowers. We maintain no branch 
stations, so library service to 'the many outlying communities 
is necessarily limited. 

Twelve ‘books were lost by reason of flood and fire. A 
number of other volumes were damaged, but they were 
rebound and put back into service. 

Among the important books purchased this year are: The 
American Year Book 1931-1935; The Encyclopedia Americana, 
30 volumes, 1936 edition; the 19th and 20th volumes of Dic- 
tionary of American ‘Biography and Manners and Customs of 
Mankind, 4 volumes. 

It is estimated from records necessarily incomplete, that 
nearly 10,000 ‘persons visited ‘the reading room during the 
year. 

Our outstanding need, as stated in my two previous 
reports is for expansion. The reading room at times cannot 
comfortably accommodate all classes of readers, and its 
shelves are insufficient for the growing number of reference 
books. The stacks are overcrowded so that radiators, window 
sills and all sorts of supports have to be pressed into service 
as shelves. 

We can Offer most satisfying reports this year from the 
Junior Department. The circlation was 3,194 above that of 
last year, and 1,318 over the average for the past five years. 
More books were purchased than in previous years, and the 
resulting gain in interest would indicate the necessity for pro- 
viding sufficient number of books, so that younger readers may 
not be too limited as to choice in each particular grade. 

Miss Thomas visited the schools in May, and again in 
November, telling stories and giving book reviews in each 
grade. Unbounded enthusiasm always attends the story tell- 
ing and circulation increases by leaps and ‘bounds. This is not 
particularly significant, but it is significant that reading inter- 
est has ‘been sustained throughout the year. Children’s Book 
Week was observed in November, following the visits to 
schools, and 78 new books were put into circulation at that 
time. 

Classroom collections have been sent to teachers in the 
Chisholm, (Pettengill, Virginia and St. Athanasius Schools. 
Four collections for outside reading were also sent to the 
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Kimball School. Twenty teacher’s cards have been in use 
during the year. The hearty cooperation which we receive 
from the ‘teachers is of invaluable assistance to us in putting 
the worth while books into the hands of your younger 
members. 

At the request of the scout masters of the local troops, a 
complete set of merit badge pamphlets, 128 in number, were 
purchased for the use of Boy Scouts. 

Gifts of books were received from Mrs. Mabel S. Kennard, 
Charles L. Brown, Mrs. F. R. Andrews, Mrs. Charles Howe, 
Miiss Edith Flagg, M. R. Griffith, Mrs. Louis Charity, Joe Rossi, 
E. IP. Kennedy, Charles R. Gay and Bernard Baruch. Books 
were presented also by Maine State Library, Chemical Foun- 
dation, Charles Scribner’s Sons, Atlantic Monthly Co., Ameri- 
can Liberty League, and Firestone Tire and Rubber Co. 

The Church of Christ, Scientist, contributed the Christian 
Science Monitor and copies of the Christian Science Sentinel. 

The Amariscoggin Chapter, D. A. R., continues to donate 
the Daughters of the American Revolution Magazine. Other 
magazines received as gifts included Christian Leader, Chris- 
tian Register, Church World, Columbia, Life and Health, 
Golfing, Rotarian, Elks Magazine and Specialty Salesman. 

Books for loaning purposes which we could not supply 
were borrowed from Bangor ‘Public Library, Portland Public 
Library and General Theological Seminary, New York. Many 
of our members have been granted individual loans from the 
Maine State Library, which is a most valuable source of supply, 
and which gives a ready response to all calls for materials of 
reference or research. 

During the months of July and August the Library was 
closed at 8 P. M., except Monday and Saturday evenings. 
Despite the shorter hours the average circulation for the two 
months was 259 over the average for July and August in the 
five previous years. ; 

There have been no changes in the staff. Miss Merna 
Thomas serves as assistant and junior librarian and Miss 
Evangeline ‘Bernier is ithe substitute. 

Miss Thomas was present at the sessions of the Round 
Table Meeting held last April in Freeport, and the librarian 
attended the State Meeting held in Waterville September 10-11. 

The main floor, also the Junior room received a thorough 
cleaning in April. 

Seven new lamps of the most modern and approved type 
for library use were purchased for the reading room. These 
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lights add very much’ to the service and appearance of the 
reading room. 

Only minor repairs made toward the general upkeep oz 
the building. 

At this time I wish to express my appreciation ‘to the 
members of the ‘Board of Trustees for their kindly considera- 
tion, to my assistants for their continued support, wo the man- 
ager and staff of the ‘Rumford Falls Times for the space which 
they contributed to our messages of good reading, to the 
donors of reading materials, and to all whose kindly interest 
makes them friends of the Library. e

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
AND SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 

We have the honor to submit herewith for your consid- 
eration our annual report of the schools of the town of 
Rumford. 

The school census taken April 1, 1936, was 3764; 1911 
boys and 1853 girls. This shows a decrease of thirty-three 
under that of the preceding year. While we have lost from 
fifty to seventy-five pupils on account of families moving else- 
where, their places have been filled to a large extent by fam- 
ilies moving in town. 


A NEW SCHOOL FINANCE BILL 

The citizens of Rumford are interested at this time in a 
new finance bill which is bein'g proposed by the Maine Teach- 
ers’ Association for action before the next Legislature. The 
bill stresses greater participation on the part of the state in 
financing educational activities. The essential features are as 
follows: 

1. The establishment of a minimum expenditure per unit 
of instruction (one full-time teacher, elementary, secondary 
or special) of $783. One-half this amount ‘to be paid by the 
State. 

2. Reimbursement by the State of one-half the cost of 
transportation or board of pupils, both elementary and sec- 
ondary, said cost not to exceed $30 per year per pupil for 
transportation, or $150 per year per pupil for board. 

3. Reimbursement to towns paying secondary tuition to 
the amount of two-thirds the legal tuition rates paid (no 
$700 limit as at present). 

This bill makes possible the maintenance of a higher 
standard of education in every municipality within the state, 
at a reduction in local appropriations which wil] give an 
appreciable reduction in property taxes. Should this bill 
receive favorable consideration by the Legislature this winter, 
the town of Rumford will benefit to the extent of over $9,000. 


RURAL SCHOOLS 
Within the last few years the Red Hill, the South Rum- 
ford and the North Rumford one-room rural schools have 
been closed. In each case the reason has been that the attend- 
ance in these districts has fallen below the required number 
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of eight pupils. This has necessarily made an increase in 
conveyance routes, but on the whole has resulted in a saving 
financially, to the town. 

At present there are eleven conveyances engaged in 
transporting pupils. In two instances, the board of school 
children is being paid from the transportation fund, in lieu 
of transportation. , 


NOON LUNCHES 
At each school center where there is transportation, noon 
lunches are being served under the auspices of the W. P. A. 
This federal agency is furnishing, free of cost, the services of 
eight ladies for the full school day. The cost of the food is 
borne equally by the W. P. A. and local contributions. This 
service is much appreciated. 


NURSERY SCHOOL 
At present the limitations of federal aid allow us but one 
nursery school. This is located in the Bisbee building. Thirty 
needy children between the ages of 2% and 5 years are enjoy- 
ing its privileges. A nurse is in attendance, as well as a cook, 
a principal and an assistant teacher. 


EVENING SCHOOL 

The attendance at our long-established evening school 
has gradually grown smaller. Ten years ago it was custom- 
ary to have at least three hundred in attendance each evening, 
while at present there are approximately one hundred. Appar- 
ently the need of adults for an opportunity to learn to speak, 
read and write English has gone. The need and demand at 
present seems to be for the opportunity to study vocational 
‘branches. <A class of fourteen young men is working two 
nights a week at Britton’s garage, under the tutelage of a 
competent instructor. During the fall term a class was main- 
tained at the ‘Chisholm School in Manual Training. Several 
classes in elementary subjects have been dropped recently 
because of a lack of attendance. A class in agriculture was 
_ started this fall but did not maintain a suitable average. Most 
interest at the present time centers about classes in sewing. 
An average of fifty pupils attends the sewing classes at Steph- 
ens High School, with an extension class of about twenty held 
at the Woodrow School. There are seventy-two pupils in con- 
stant attendance at the shorthand, typewriting and bookkeep- 
ing classes. We feel that the classes that are well attended 
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should be continued, while others that show a lack of interest 
should be dropped. 

The same condition which exists here is prevalent 
throughout the state. At one time there were many evening 
schools, while at present but four are in existence outside our 
own town. 

We feel that these classes offer a wonderful opprotunity 
to many adults, especially in trades and vocational lines, and 
that it would be a mistake to do away entirely with such an 
efficient service, particularly as the State and Federal Govern- 
ments bear a large part of the expense for the evening school 
classes. 


FINANCES 

The State Report for 1936 shows that the average school 
rate in the whole state is .01171, which is exactly ‘that of 
Rumford. Also, that the average municipal rate is .0'5535, 
while that of Rumford is .051. Our per capita cost in the 
high school is the lowest ($51) of all Maine high schools that 
have an enrollment of 500 pupils or over. These per capita 
eosts in some instances are $78 to $90. The low per capita 
cost in Rumford is due to the fact that each teacher has a 
large enrollment in his classes. A't present, the schools receive 
but 216 per cent of the total tax commitment. 


TEXTIBOOKS AND SUPPLIES 
An examination of the amounts appropriated and ex- 
pended for textbooks and supplies for ‘the last ten years shows 
that for the last few years there has been insufficient money 
appropriated and expended for both these items. The text- 
books, particularly, are ‘badly worn and many need to be re- 
placed. It is generally considered that the life of a textbook 
is only three years. We have, however, many in constant 
use that were purchased over ten years ago. We hope for a 

larger appropriation to remedy this condition. 


ATHLETIC FIELD 

For many years the need for a permanent athletic field 
for school sports thas been evident to the school authorities. 
Several locations have been suggested only to be discarded 
for sufficient reasons. We are pleased, however, that through 
the cooperation of the Rumford Falls ‘Power Company and 
the Oxford Paper Company, we are now assured of the per- 
manent use of the old athletic field on Lincoln Avenue. We 
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hope that with the help of all intersted that improvements will 
be gradually made in this field, so that the athletic needs of 
the entire community will be well served. 


TEACHING FORCE 
ior the last few years there have been comparatively few 
changes in our corps of teachers. Local girls who desired to 
teach have found positions, either locally or in other towns in 
the state. With the increase in general prosperity we predict 
that within a few years there will be a scarcity of competent 
candidates for teaching positions.

COOPERATIVE METHOD OF RANKING 

This year we have introduced a cooperative method of 
ranking. On one card the pupils with the advice of the teach- 
ers, rank themselves on Health and Citizenship. Hach student 
is first given an opportunity to mark himself, in pencil, and 
then, if the teacher disagrees with him, she meets him in per- 
sonal conference and arrives at a mutual agreement as to his 
final mark. This is then entered in ink. Health covers Gen- 
eral Appearance, Play and Physical Exercises, Citizenship 
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covers Reliability, Self-control, Courtesy, Co-operation and 
Industry. 

The second card is the report on Scholarship, Attitude 
and Conduct. This card is a direct report from the faculty. 


NHEW COURSES 

This year we submitted our course of study to many col- 
leges, out of state school organizations, and state departments. 
In practically every case we find that it meets the approval 
of all. Therefore, the course of study is practically the same 
as it has been for the last four years. We have made a few 
changes in Senior subjects and introduced a Social Problems 
class and a new Set-up in the Senior Review. The Social Prob- 
‘lems Class is a course devised for Seniors who plan to enter 
upon their life work directly after graduation. This year it 
covers the following units: History of Maine, History of Rum- 
ford, Current History, Vocational Guidance, Career Planning 
and ‘Character Educaton. 

In the Senior Review, to meet the requirements of sev- 
eral colleges, we have emphasized an extensive review in AIl- 
gebra with a general review of other mathematics. 

Two courses have been introduced: one in voice under the 
instruction of Mrs. Sweatt, and an instrumental course super- 
vised by Mr. Cohen. The course under ‘Mr. Cohen is paid for 
by the National Youth Administration.

SCHOOL ACTIVITY RECORD 

The town of Rumford is without a doubt proud of its high 
school’s achievements. During the last three years, the ath- 
letic teams have won one state championship in Basketball and 
one runner-up position in Basketball; two state championships 
in Winter Sports and one national championship in Winter 
Sports; one state championship in Baseball and one first place 
in the Sun-Journal League Championship in Baseball; two 
state championships in Track and our Football team has main- 
tained a high average competing favorably with the larger 
schools in the state. In Debating our teams have won the 
majority of the°>contests and last year won the Bangor Con- 
ference ‘Debating Cup. 'This year they are entering four teams 
in the Portland Conference Debates and are also entered in 
the Bates League. In ‘Dramatics we have won two second 
places in the Maine One-Act Play ‘Contests and one state 
championship. 

Students fully credited and certified by the high school 
have made excellent records upon entering college. There 
are four students who entered this year at the University of 
Maine, one at (Bowdoin, one at (Rensselaer and one at Bates. 
These students had full credit and were certified from 
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Stephens High School. They are at the present time receiving 

eighty per cent honor grades and doing creditable work in 

other subjects. Several others have entered Normal Sichools 

and Business Colleges. They are doing creditable work. 
WE WOULD LIKE 

To change our program to the revolving schedule with 
longer class periods and a longer activity period. This activ- 
ity period would ‘be to take care of music, debating, club 
activities and assemblies in such a ‘way so that they would not 
interfere with the regular classes. This schedule would not 
increase ithe length of the school day but would increase the 
length of the periods, thus eliminating much of the home 
study. This cannot be carried out at present as it would inter- 
fere with the Home ‘Economics and Woodworking in the grades 
conducted iby Miss Dow and Mr. Woodward. 

To eliminate the auditorium as a study hall. This can- 
not be carried out until there is more room or more teachers. 

To make several other curriculum changes .to benefit the 
Senior preparation. . 

We recognize and know these changes would greatly 
increase. our efficiency but as it is we have a happy and coop- 
erative faculty and student ‘body. We greatly appreciate our 
fine equipment and are proud of our record. 


IN CONCLUSION 

The parents and citizens of the town are always cordially 
invited to visit the school. In so doing, they will obtain a 
better understanding by conferences with the teachers. We 
especially wish to invite the citizens and parents to our eve- 
ning sssion which will be held this spring. At that time we 
plan to have an organized exhibition besides the regular cur- 
riculum work. ‘This exhibition will be held in the gymnasium. 
There will be a display of work that is carried on in the school 
which in no other way could be seen, particularly in the sci- 
ence courses. 

We wish to thank the parents and citizens of Rumford, 
the members of the School Board and the Superintendent of 
‘Schools for their excellent cooperation and support. It ‘is 
appreciated.

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RECORD OF ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


Rumford, Maine, February 3rd, 1936. 


In accordance with the foregoing warrant, the Town clerk 


Amy B. Lyon called the meeting to order in the Town Hall in 
the Municipal Building in said Town, on the 8rd day of Feb- 
ruary, A. D. 19/36, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. By motion 
made and seconded, the entire reading of the warrant was 
dispensed ‘with. 

Article 1st. By motion duly made and seconded, B. F. 
Jose was instructed to cast one ballot for Albert Beliveau for 
Moderator. This being done, and there being no other ballots 
cast for Moderator, Albert Beliveau was chosen Moderator, 
and was given the oath of office by the Town (Clerk. 

Article 2nd. ‘By motion made and seconded, it was voted 
to suspend action on this article until the remaining articles in 
the warrant had been acted upon, at the conclusion of which 
voting on elective officers would begin, using the Australian 
ballot, and so continue until six o’clock in the afternoon, when 
the polls would close. 

Article 3rd. On motion made and seconded, it was voted 
that the salary of the Town Clerk be fixed at one thousand 
($1,000) dollars for the year 1936, and that the salaries of 
the other officers enumerated be the same as paid in the year 
19'35. 

Article 4th. On motion made and seconded, the Town 
voted that the rate precent 'for the collection of taxes be the 
same as paid in the year 1985 (5% on poll taxes, and 7.8 of 
1 per cent less 10% on real estate). . 

Article 5th. On motion made and seconded, William F. 
Cyr was elected Town Constable for the Town of Rumford 
for the ensuing year. 

Article 6th. On motion made and seconded, the Town 
voted that interest at the rate of six per cent per annum be 
charged on all taxes remaining unpaid after October 1st, 1936. 

Article 7th. ‘On motion made and seconded, the Town 
voted to accept the Annual Report of the Municipal Officers 
for the year ending December \81st, 19:3'5. 

Article 8th. On motion made and seconded, the Town 
voted to authorize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, to hire such sums of money as may be necessary 
to pay Town Charges and Town Debts, in anticipation of the 
collection of taxes, and to issue and negotiate the notes of the 
Town for the money so borrowed, to an amount not exceeding 
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in the aggregate the total tax levy for the preceding Municipal 
Year, as temporary loans to be paid during the year 1936 out 
of money raised during said year 1936 by taxes. 

Article 9th. On motion made and seconded, the Town 
voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to pay or renew any note of the Town, given in 
the year 1936, in anticipation of taxes, or by the issuance of a 
new note or notes, to be paid before December 3/1, 1936, out 
of money raised during said year 19136 by taxes. 

Article 10th. On motion made and seconded, the Town 
voted to appropriate and raise by taxation the sum of WHighty- 
two thousand (i$82,000) Dollars for a School Fund, said 
School Fund to include funds for the High School, Common 
School, Fuel, Text-books and ‘Supplies for the Year 1936, 
which sum shall include the Twelve thousand ($12,000) dol- 
lars appropriated at the Special Town Meeting held January 
rd, 19/3'6. 

Article 11th. On motion made and seconded, the Town 
- voted to appropriate and raise by taxation the sum of Two 
thousand ($2,000) Dollars for the purpose of making neces- 
sary repairs to the school houses for the year 1936.

On motion made and seconded, the Town 
voted that the sum of Seven thousand ($7,000) Dollars appro- 
priated at the Special Town Meeting of January 3rd, 1936, 
for miscellaneous expenses for the year 1936, be raised by 
taxation.

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RECOMMENDATIONS OF COMMITTEE OF FIFTEEN 
Rumford, Maine, January 22, 1937. 


To The Citizens of the Town of Rumford: 

Your Committee of Fifteen has held 14 meetings to con- 
sider the various requests brought before it and contained in 
the articles of the warrant for 1937. 

There are several matters of importance which the com- 
mittee feels should be called to attention as worthy of the 
careful judgement of the voters and the efficient management 
by the officers of the 'Town. 

First. Three things are outstanding in ttheir effect on the 
Town and responsible to a large degree for its present condi- 
tion; the effects of the depression; the loss of a major indus- 
try, due largely to Southern competition; and the damage 
caused by the unprecedented flood of last March. 

The committee has shaped its recommendations, in the 
past, on the policy of getting ‘through the depression before 
undertaking the retirement of indebtedness. The Town has 
been increasing its debt faster than it has retired its obliga- 
tions... Due to the fact that the Town’s debt is rapidly ap- 
proaching the debt limit, the committee considers that the 
$25,000. of notes and bonds coming due this year are all that 
can be refunded. Thereafter, it is your committee’s recom- 
mendation that the Town adopt a rigid policy of ‘‘pay-as-you- 
go,”’ create no further deferred financial obligations and settle 
into a long ‘term policy of retiring completely its funded debt. 
Once this debt and its attendant interest is cleared up, the 
Town will eliminate an annual expense of from $30,000 to 
$35,000.

Of this total amount, practically 90% is fixed almost 
beyond change unless a drastic departure from present stand- 
ards of operations is placed in effect. This means that only 
about 10% offers any chance for variation. 

Fourth. We call attention to a long standing, increasing 
and objectionable tendency to overdraw appropriations. ‘We 
realize that the present trying conditions are a contributing 
factor in ‘this matter and also that certain items, over which 
there is no rigid control, may make overdrafts unavoidable in 
certain accounts. However, we commend the school depart- 
ment for consistently operating within its several appropria- 
tions and submit that there is ample room for improvement in 
this direction by other departments. 

For this reason, we urge that more attention be given to 
an audited statement each. month to show the amount of 
funds available, the amount expended and the balance remain- 
ing in each account or appropriation. If this is done, and the 
program or policy changed from time to time as this audit 
indicates, we believe the most of the overdrafts can be elim- 
inated and all of them reduced by more efficient administration 
and elimination of waste. 

The Committee of Fifteen again states that it has only 
the power of recommendation and no control over the admin- 
istrative officers of the Town nor over the legislative functions 
of the meetings. The voters, in electing their officers and in 
making appropriations, have the control of the results to be 
expected. The details of the 1937 recommendation of your 
committee are given ‘below:
